Capt. Ehoff says that he met the Pommer- 
Anlan at 2:30a. m. on the 2ist in latitude 
41.50, longditude 62. The Allan State Liner 
Was displaying signals of distress and was 
about five miles to the north when first seen. 
The course of the Belgenland was changed 
and as she drew near the Pommeranian the 
latter hoisted three red lights, indicating 
Jam not under control.“ 

The Belgeniand steamed to within a quar- 
terofa mile of her and the Pommeranian 
followed up her original signals with the in- 
formation, ‘‘Have smashed piston, and the 
query, **Will you stand by and tow me?’’ 

To the lat the Belgenland replied that 
she could not take herintow. It was blow- 
ing a flerce northeasterly gale at the time 
and tere was an ugly tossto the sea. The 
Belgeniand did not remain any longer in the 
company of the disabled craft. When they 
parted company the Hommeranian was lying 
to with a little head canvass set. She was 
anything but steady in the heavy sea that 
was rolling. The exact position of the vessel 
when deserted by the Belgeniand was about 
850 miles southeast of Cape Sable and 700 off 
Sandy Hook. 

Capt. Ehoff says that his reason for not 
towing the disabled vessel was that the rules 
of his company forbid it. His statement is 
ridiculed in shipping circles. 

The Pommeranian was formerly the Gre- 
clan Monarch. This was her first eastern 
trip since she was struck by a hurricane Feb. 
+, which resulted in the killing of her captain 
and the drowning of fifteen of her passengers 
and crew. Her commander on thistrip was 
Capt. McCulloch, who was first officer of the 
vessel when the fatal storm occurred. She is 
a big, stout vessel, and her agents here, Aus- 
tin Baldwin & Co. of No. 53 Broadway, say 
they have oo fear forthe safety of the ves- 
sel. She has abundant sails and is well pro- 
vided with lifeboats. Atelegram from Hall 
fax says that a steamer isto leave that port 
this afternoon to search forthe vessel. The 
local agents of the line characterize the 
actiog of Capt. Ehoff as cowardly in the ex-

CORRUPTION IN TEXAS’ LAND OFFICE. 
AvusTIN, Tex., March 23.—The House to-day 
heard the report of Chairman J. I. Moody of 
the committee appointed to investigate the 
charges against Land Commissioner Mc- 
Gaughey. The committee’s report was a 
lengthy one, but gave the commissioner a 


severe scorching. 

During the first partof the term of the in- 
cumbent the land laws were construed in the 
same way by the commissioners as by the 
committee, but after 1892 the lands in Harris 
and Liberty Counties which were to be held 
for actual settlement were sold as separated 
and isolated pieces to speculators of all 
kinds. These lands, it was stated by the 
committee, had been sold before the proper 
notification to the County Clerk had been 
given, and when that formality hed been 
gone through with it was too late, as all the 
property had been snap up by speculat- 
ors. The committee further stated that 
nearly everybody in the office had accepted 
presents and favors from the speculators, 
these gratuities beingin some cases worth 
as much as $500. 

Two clerks for whom the commissioners 
had tried to get salaries of $2,600 and had only 
been allowed $2,200 he paid the sum demand- 
ed out of the special fund of $6,000 for extra 
clerks.

Carlyle Harris Has Been Taken to the 
Sing Sing Prison. 


THE TRIP FROM THE TOMSS MADE 
WITHOUT NOTABLE INCIDENT. 


| The Condemned Man in Better Health and 
Spirits Than He Has Been for Months— 
A Delirious Man Kilis His Frien4 and 
Will Die—The Death Penalty for Crim- 
inals. 


New Tonk, March 23.—Carlyle W. Harris, 
the convicted potsoner of his wife, Helen 


votts- Harris, was taken to Sing Sing 
for electrocation at an early 
our this morning. It had deen 


determined by Warden Sulton and the 
prison officials to avoid a crowd or demon- 
stration on Harris’ departure if possible. He 
left the Tombs at exactly 6:30 this mornfng in 
the custoay of Deputy Sheriff John Brown 
and Joseph Burke. Harris was handcuffed 
to Brown and the three boarded a Madison 
street car on Central street and rode to the 
Grand Central Depot. The prison officials 
said they thought Harris looked better this 
morning than he had for a long time past, 
He did not appear much dejected. He arose 
early this morning and dressed himself care - 
fully inthe suit he wore in court when he 
was resentenced. He had breakfast and aft- 
erwards he took leave of the warden and all 
the prison officers, with whom he had become 
intimately acquainted, He told them that he 
had no furthem statements to make and 
walked quietly and firmly to the street and 
boarded the car. None of his legal advisers 
or friends were present at his departure. 
Harris’ mother took leave of him yesterday 
afternoon. 


StInGc Sino, N. T., March 28.—Carlyle W. 
Harris arrived at Sing Sing at 8:24 o’clock 
this morning. The party were met at the 
depot by State Detective Jackson. They 
walked down the railroad track and passed 
through the north gate of the prison. They 
entered the clerk’s office, where the usual 
formalities were gone through with. Harris 
looked very pale. He was placed in the last 
cell on the west side, which had been occu- 
pied by McElvaine, recently executed for the 
murder ofa grocer in Brooklyn. 


A DELIRIOUS MAN’S DEED. 
Barpstown, Ky.. March 23.—A sad tragedy 
occurred at Bloon*field, this county, last 
night, in which Allen Murphy, a young man 
well known in that precinct, lost his life at 
the hands of Jodie Houston, another weil 


known business man of that place. Mr. 
Houston has been confined to bed for some 
time with an attack of pneumonia. Last 
night, while delirious, he made an attempt 
on the life of his wife. Her screams at- 
tracted the attention of the neighbors, who 
raninto her assistance. Mr. Murphy was 
the frst to reach Houston’s room and as he 
started towards the sick man, Houston drew 
a revolver and shot him dead, the bultet 
entering a few finthes above the heart. The 
circumstances attending the tragedy are 
particulariy sad. Murphy leaving a young 
wifeandchild. Thetwo men have always 
been devoted friends. 

The combined strength of four men was 
necessary to overpower Houston, and after 
being taken back to bed the invaiid went 
to sleep. Ou awakening he said 
he had dreamed he was fighting Murphy and 
laughed asif such a thing was ridiculous. 
During the night Houston’s condition became 


worse and this morning the doctors 
say he will dle as a result 
of the expenditure of strength 


and exposure. He knows nothing of the 
death of his friend. Murphy's body re- 
ma ined in the yard until a messenger was 
dispatched tothe dead man’s wife. Mrs. 
Murphy threw herself upon the corpse 
and became hysterical. Last night she 
was under the care of physicians. To-day 
she is a chattering lunatic and at intervals a 
raving maniac and for her restraint constant 
force has to be employed.

BUT HE WAS ADVERTISING HIS AUC- 
TION SALE OF HORSES. 


To-Day’s Testimony in the Inquiry Into 
the Horse Dealer’s Mental Condition— 
Dr. Hughes on the Stand as an Ex- 
Pert—Foerstel’s Perishable Property 
Ordered Sold—The Civil Courts. 


The taking of testimony in the proceedings 
to ascertain the mental condition of Tom 
Maxwell, the Broadway horseman, was re- 
sumed in the Probate Court this morning. 

F. W. Gerhardy, who is a son-in-law of 
Maxwell, testified yesterday afternoon that 
Maxwell hired a brass band and a wagon to 
carry them and play around the streets of 
Buffalo, N. 1. On eross- examination it de- 
veloped that he and Maxwell, who were 
partners in the horse auction business, 
were tohavea sale that day and Maxwell 
got the band to advertise it. / 

Then some of their race-horse and turf ex 
periences were gone over. Gerhardy was 
asked by Mr. Rowe if Maxwell had not sent 
him $2,000 to Guttenburg to buy some 
mers.“ He admitted it to be true. 

What did you do with the money?“ 

**T used half of it to buy a horse. 

How much did you pay for the horse?“ 

Seventeen hundred and fifty dollars.“ 

That is more than half?’’ 

**Yes, but I putin half of the 81, 780. 

Then that made Maxwell’s share only 
8875. 5 

I Know that, dut the day after I bought 
the horse, he won a selling race, and he was 
bid up about $400 over the pricg he was

A SHREWD HORSE BUYER. 

At 11:30 o’clock the first witness, John Per- 
rin, was called. Witness worked for Max- 
well & Crouch. Tom Maxwell was not con- 
nected with the firm. Witness heard him say 
once that he would do up Crouch, but the 
next day he said he was sorry for itashe 
was full at the time he made the threat. He 
dia not say he could kill Crouch and then 
get out of it on the plea of insanity. 

On cross examination he said Tom Maxwell 
was the shrewdest buyer of horses on Broad- 
way. Hehad known him for thirty years 
and thought he had as much sense as any 
man on Broadway. 

Mrs. Maxwell then took the stand. 

Mr. Maxwell asked the Court to let Mrs. 
Maxwell testify without being sworn, but the 
Clerk swore ber. 

Her name was Addie Maxwell, and she had 
been married to Maxwell for twenty years. 
They had two children. Mr, Maxwell had 
been very kind to her until the past two 
yeurs. They moved out to the Maxwell farm 
nine years ago. 

For the past two years she had thought him 
insane. 

THE WIFE’S TESTIMONY EXCLUDED. 

Judge Woerner here said that he had ruled 
that Mrs. Maxwell was not a competent wit- 
ness in this case, but if the parties waived 
all rights she could testify. The Court had at 
first doubted whether the roceedings 
could have been begun on the information 
of the wife, but he was satisfied that the 
court should protect her if she needed it; 
but she could net in any proceeding except 
for divorce testify for or against her hus- 
band. Mr. Rowe said that the question in- 
volved in this case was one dearer to Mr. 
Maxwell than life, liberty or property. 

For that reason while Mr. Maxwell wanted 
Mrs. Maxwell] to make her statement, he did 
not propose to yield all his legal rights and 
let her reveal confidential communications 
made between them as man and wife. Mr. 
MacDonald raised the point that if she 
were permitted to testify at all, sbe must be 
taken as an ordinary witness and considered 
as a femme sole for the purposes of this case. 

Mr. Rowe then objectedto Mrs. Maxell 
giving any furtber testimony, as he was sure 
that the other side d go into confidential 
communications. 

The Court said that he had held that the 
wife was notacompetent witness and he 
doubted ifever any agreement made by the 
parties could override the law. An argu- 
ment followed and then the Court said that 
in the face of the objection made he must 
rule out Mrs. Maxwell’s testimony. 

She was then asked to stand aside and Dr. 
Chas. H. Hughes was called.

A LITTLE BOY BURNED TO DEATH IAT 
PINE BLUFF, ABK. 


Three Women and a Child Overcome by 
Smoke in a Cleveland Boarding-house 
—The Bodies Found Huddled To- 
gether in a Room Corner—Indiana’s 
Prison South Damaged by Fire. 


PINE BLuFF, Ark., March 23.—An appalling 
event happened in Pine Bluff about Ii o’clock 
last night. It was the cremation of the little 
5-year-old son of J. G. Howley, a well-known 
citizen, living in the suburbs of this city. 
His residence caught fire, and seeing that it 
would be impossible to save the building, he, 
with the assistance of neighbors, began re- 
moving the household goods and furniture, 
His little son was carried into the yard, as 
they thought to a place of i safety, 
but it is supposed that he saw 
his father or mother go into 
the burning house and followed 
them. Itwas not known thathe had done 
so until bis shrieks of agony were heard. At 
that time the building wasa massof flames 
and it was impossible to get bim out. His 
mother made frantic efforts to go into the 
burning building and had to be held by men 
to prevent her, and the large crowd was 
compelled to stand idly by and hear the 


dreadful death cries of the child, utterly un - 
able to help him. It is feared that the blow 
will kill Mrs. Howley, as she is utterly pros- 
trated to-day 

The loss on this building is about $3,000. 

A little sister came near sharing her 
brother’s fate, and only with superhuman 
efforts was she torn from the flame.

THE VAGRANT. LAW. 


The State of Missouri is disgraced by 
the sale of human beings into temporary 
slavery under the so-called vagrant law. 
During the past few weeks several negroes 
have been sold at public auction, and in 
Mexico, Mo., afew days agoa white man 
narrowly escaped falling into the hands of 
a ‘*syndicate’’ of negroes organized to buy 
him. ö 

Ot course the persons likely to be thus 
auctioned off are not highly sensitive and 
perhaps do not mind’? the little episode. 
But with jails, work-houses and. peni- 
tentiaries provided for the purposeof re- 
straining criminals, the punishment of 
mere idleness may be left to the want and 
hunger which afflict those who can work 
but will not. 

The chief objection is the scandal which 
follows every one of these auctions and re- 
flects upon the good name of the State. 
The practice recalls the most disgusting 
features of an institution now universally 
condemned, Missouri legislation is run 
upon a very low plane when it confesses 
itself unable to find a better way of deal- 
ing with crime or idleness than by putting

INFLUENCE IN THE ASSEMBLY. 


The hurried passage of a number of very 
questionable, not to say objectionable 
bills by the Council during its last sittings 
shows that the most respectable and hon- 
orable citizens’ are not always the best 
guardians of the public interests. 

The Bell Telephone ordinance was pre- 
pared in committee at the suggestion of 
the company itself. As passed it is prac- 
tically the same as that asked for by the 
telephone people and is their measure. 
Representatives of the company were 
heard by the committee and although 
the whole subject is surrounded with 
technical UHifficulties we are yet 
to hear that technical information 
was sought for from any one 
not interested ,in the Bell Telephone 
Co. Members of the committee dwelt 
upon the fact that they were not qual- 
ified to past upon the technicalities, 
and therefore had allowed the company to 
have its own way. It did notseem tooccur 
to these gentlemen that there were elec- 
trical and engineering experts competent 
to give disinterested testimony. Conse- 
quently, the bill was passed with no lim- 
itation upon the privileges granted as to 
price, size of conduits or space to be occu- 
pied in the streets. And every public 
right to underground space is held subject 
to a private privilege. 

A little reflection will disclose one, at 
least, of the influences which sway these 
gentlemen, against whose personal cbhar- 
acter and uprightness nothing can be 
urged. Franchises are usually sought by 


men with whom the better class of coun-. 


cilmen are on familiar, sometimes friendly 
footing; often they have business or 
social relations and meet on terms of in- 
timacy every day. Mutual personal re- 
gard and confidence are established and 
a complacent spirit is sure to come 
of their intercourse. Members of the 
same club who swap jokes two or three 
times a week like to oblige each other, and 
members of the same church who have ex- 
changed spiritual ‘‘experiences’’ natur- 
ally feel great respect for one another’s 
disinterested devotion to the ‘ ‘fair thing. 
This influence can be studied even in the 
career of judicial officers, and is potent in 
Congress, legislatures and municipal as- 
semblies. 

It is a serious evil and one which is 
growing more burdensome every year. 
But so long as large public profits are 
diverted to private pockets so long will 
franchises and privileges be a source of 
temptation which few Aldermen can 


wholly withstand. Telephones, gas, street 


railways and every other quasi public 
business yield large profits, some of which, 
often the greater part, is not earned by the 
corporation performing the service. It is 
bounty, pure and simple, and is a prize 
worth a few scruples, Public guardians, 
engrossed as they are in their private rela- 
tions and influenced by personal interests, 
are accessible to considerations of friend- 
ship or perhaps have a lively sense of 
future advantages for themselves at a time 
when they too may have a little enterprise 
on foot.

THE ARGUMERT © or FOLLY... 

It ia remarkable that business men of 
the experience and presumed intelligence 
of Councilmen Anderson, Cole, Horton, 
Flesh and James should favor giving away 
an unrestricted and unconditional fran- 
chise to a corporation like the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. on the ground that the com- 
pany may be depended upon to treat the 
city fairly and not to squeeze the public. 
That argument is the argument of ig- 
norance and folly. 

Any man whose intelligence is ieee the 
grade of aninfant or a flat-head savage 
ought to know that it is the essential 
nature of a corporation to get all it can 
and to disregard all obligations not enforc- 
ible by law. The personal character of the 
men who happen to be managing it cuts no 
figure in its general conduct. It is a soul- 
leas and unscrupulous organization cre- 
ated only for purposes of gain. The 
whole lesson of experience with corpora- 
tions centers in the necessity of throwing 
the strictest safegtiirds around their 
powers. 

In addition to the general Knowledge of 
the ways of corporations these officials had 
particular evidence that this corporation 
has endeavored to push ifs own interests 
in utter disregard of popular interests and 
by the most unscrupulous means. No 
sensible man can doubt for an instant that 
it will take advantage of every opportunity 
offered it to ‘‘do’’ the city, perpetuate its 
monopoly and squeeze the public to the 
full extent of forbearance. 

To take chances with such a corpora- 
tion or to look to it for generosity is to 
play the fool and to deliver the city to its 
mercy and betray the interests of citi- 
zens, Officials who do so prove that.they 
are either incompetent or unfaithful. 

When the people of St. Louis find Coun- 
cilmen from whom they have a right to 
expect honest and intelligent protection, 
thus playing the part of submissive instru- 
ments in a confidence game of corporate 
greed, and trying to justify their action by 
imbecile arguments, is it any wonder that 
we distrust all municipal government and 


lose faith in the efficacy of attempts to 
break the control of corporations over it? } 


The wonder is that public patience with 


legitimate methods of rebuking municipal } 


abuses is not exhausted. 


THE LAW AND THE LADY. 

Everybody who has ever had a suit in 
court, and who has. read the report of a 
case in this city, the other day, in which 
a lady appeared as her own lawyer, feels 
encouraged. 

The restraints and restrictions of the law 
have themselves been checked. Justice, 
untrammeled, stands out in bold relief. 
And woman, God bless her! has brought 
about all this. 

Everyone who has been a witness dis- 
tinctly remembers how, when on the point 
of giving the very evidence which most 
bears on the case, and which would make 
clear all the injustice and chicanery in 
it, he has been shut off by some 
absurd legal rule which hecannot com- 
prehend, but which is enforced by the 
Judge as if it were of divine origin. And 
then, how tiresome itis, as the witness 
goeson, to haveoneor the other of the 
lawyers continually bobbing up to meddle 
with the testimony and suppress the 
truth. 

The lady who has just knocked out all 
such precedents by appearing as her own 
lawyer and witness and hushing both 
court and attorneys, cannot be too much 
applauded. Her quick comprehension of the 
true inwardness of the legal and real estate 
business, impossible in a man, quickly 
cleared away all the cobwebs and 
straightened things out. Some of her 
straight-from-the-shoulder utterances 
should be printed and bound for the law 
libraries. 

Of course, this is but one case, and we 
are yet far from being free from the entan- 
glements invented by judges and lawyers, 
but this good lady has given us a start, 
and her triumph is certain to be followed 
by other victories if we shall but press on. 
It has long been said that man is to be 
saved by woman, and there can be no 
doubt that the Court-house is the place for 
her to begin. 


THE suggestion thatthe railway problem 
be settled by the Government taking pos- 
session of the roads is made apparently 
with the belief that the labor problem 
would be settled at the same time.

A city has the right to impose charges upon 
corporations or others for the use of its 
streets against any powers given such cor- 
porations by an act of Congress. This seems 
tobe in effect the recent decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, upholding an 
ordinance of the city of St. Louis imposing a 
franchise tax of % on each pole put Up in 
the streets of the etty dy the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. The lower court had de- 
cided to the contrary, holding that the 
power given the telegraph company to con- 
demn a right of way over postroads covered 
thecasein question. This decision of the 
supreme court is of particular importance in 
giving the sanction of high authority to the 
principle that the public streets are public 
property, and their use by telegraph, rail- 
way, gas and like corporations is as properly 
made a subject of rental charges or franchise 
taxes as is the use by private interests of the 
city hali or any other public property.

body of land containing 20,000 or 3800. 000 
acres, which he should let severely alone. 
Vast sand bills pile up and Diack jack grows 
in abundance, and in the entire body of land 
even a garden spot could not be found, and 
farther south of this sand hill country m ore 
broken lana is found, and, generally speak- 
ing, it is undesirable. This is down in the 
Cimarron country, where the cattle barons 
had vast ranches of from 100,000 to 300,000 
acres of land for grazing purposes and 
twenty acres of land were necessary for each 
head of cattle. 
THE SALT PLAINS. 

The district of the Cherokee country known 
as the Salt Plains contains over 100,000 acres 
and the cattlemen would never have it for 
grazing purposes, which means that it was 
not worth 2 centsanacre. With these ex- 
ceptions this country is pretty much like 
Harper County, Kan. In all that broad ex- 

anse of country north and east of the Salt 

lains to the imaginary line which now 
separates the eastorn division from the mid- 
die there is very littie difference between the 
country. In the fifty-four miles between 
Caldwell and Kiowa there are some ten or 
twelve smali streams which take their rise tn 
Kansas and flow south tothe Salt Fork. All 
of "7 land is thought to be desirable and 
will uickly gobbled up by the settlers. 
On the Oklahoma side of the strip the mid- 
die section is not inviting. The country its 
badly broken and difficult to travel. Not 
until you strike the North Canadian River in 
the western division can any large bodies of 
desirable land be found. West of tho Cimar- 
ron River, where it crosses the boundary 
line between the strip and Oklahoma, sand 
hills and broken lands and the salt plains stin! 
leave more than two-thirds of the middle 
division for settlement. The broad prairies 
which sweeps the entire northern border of 
the division extend,with the exception of the 
Salt plains immediately south of the Salt 
Fork, atthe mouth of the Medicine Lodge, 
almost uninterruptedly over 1,000,000 acres. 
Then, again, good land is found ‘along the 
Oklahoma border southeasterly from the 
sand hills along the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacificroad. This is the region which 
is known asthe Turkey Creek country and 
includes a fine body of land south from the 
rise of Turkey Oreek about the middle of the 
ae down to the Cimarron River in Okla- 

oma. 

Summing up it may be said that there are 
in the country to be opened at least 3,000,000 
acres of good farming lands, mach of it well 
watered and some of it timbered.

First of all the excess of imports over ex- 
ports shows why $82,000,000 of the $80,000,000 
Of gold was exported last year. This amount 
atleast has not been exported. for foreign 
nations who desire to hoard gold, but because 
the people of the United States contracted 
debts for purchases made abroad. 

The articles which the people of the United 
States buy abroad to such an extent as to 
make the balance of trade against us make 
an interesting showing. The figures for the 
seven months ending on the sist of last Jan- 
wary, the latest obtainable, give an answer 
to this interesting question. One of the 
largest Rems of increase is coffee. The im- 
ports inthe seven months named, as com- 
pared with the same period in the previous 
year, increased from $62,000,000 to 578,000, 000. 
Imports of tobacco increased something like 
$8,000,000, while the one item of rubber ran 
up from $9,000,000 to $15,000,000. There was 
an increase of $8,000,000 in importations of 
manufactured cotton, the total reaching $19, - 
000,000, of $1,500,000 in manufactures of fax 
and hemp, of the same amount for fruits, of 
$8,000,000 for manufactures of wool, and of 
nearly $2,000,000 for manufactures of wood. 
The imports of iron and steel have increased 
$5,500,000, The item of silk is also interest 
ing. The importation of manufactured silk 
increased in the seven months to $20,000,000 
from $15,000,000, while in addition to this in- 
Crease of $5,000,000 there should be added the 
$4,000,000 shown in the increased importations 
of articles of manufactured silk. 

In Other words, for the few articles here 
enumerated the people of the United States 
paid over $50,000,000 more during the seven 
months ended on the sist day of last January 
than they did for the same period one year 


previously. 

Nor, as above stated, does it appear that 
there will be any immediate relief from this 
out go of American money. Wheat and cot- 
ton are the great factors in exports. The 
figures show that in the seven months already 
stated as compared with the previous year, 
the exports of raw cotton fell off in round 

from. $178,000,000 to $127,000,000, over

There was a time when the horsemen 

to subsist all during the cold months on 
what excitement they could get from backing 
their judgment in the early books. Away 
back in the 70s the plunging was done on the 
Withers, Belmont and Westchester cup. Then 
Same the Kentucky Derby, which held the 
lead as a speculating medium until the sub- 
urban was inaugurated. Three years later 


. the Brooklyn handicap was inaugurated and 
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Since then the two features have rivaled one- 
another for the absorption of speculative in- 
terest. In the last year or two, however, 
the ter racing has rather knocked the 
thing in the head. The trouble is that when 
@ man backs a horse in the Derbys or spring 
handicaps his money ts tied up for a couple 
of months, whereas the winter racing gives 
him quicker action, the betting and result 
being a matter of a day. 

For all that, there is a peculiar charm 
about the winter book. The  fascina- 
tion is stronger, but of the same nature 
as bolding a lottery ticket. For though 
the profits are not so large the chances of 
realizing are greater. Even when the invest- 
ment is a losing one, the better is amply 
compensated for his loss, which is generally 
trifiing,compared to what he might have 
won, the long weeks of pleasant anticipa- 
tion. No one but a speculator can realize the 
intense pleasure the holder of a good com- 
mission at long odds derives. He buildsair 
Casties all through the winter months, then 
when the spring comes he follows the move- 
ments of every horse in the race, studies 
their early trials, the reports or 
their conditions and reads with thrills 
of pleasure or groans of disappointment 
the result of the early races in which his se- 
lection comes to the post. If matters are 
not locking rosy he is pretty well up in the 
form of the other horses in the big event, and 
by judicious hedging he can back one or two 
other entries and thus improve his chances 
of making a good winning. When the day of 
the race arrives he is as interested in the re- 
sult as the owner ofany horse that faces the 
starter. If his hopes are shatteret he isa 
sadder but a much wiser turfman, He 18 
thoroughly posted on the form of every am- 
mal in the race, and his information may 
stand him in good stead during the remainder 
of the season.

LETTERS 3,000 YEARS OLD. 


Correspondence of Ancient Egyptians 
Which Has Been Preserved in Stone. 


A number of students of the Woman’s 


chapel of the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Baltimore, the other afternoon to 
hear Prof. Robert W. Rogers, Ph. D., of 
Dickinson College, Carlisle, Pa., lecture. His 


subject was: A Bundle of Letters Thirty 
Centuries Old.’’ Dr. Roberts is described by 
the American as an energetic speaker. his 
manner being such that, while it entertains, 
it at thesame time impresses the mean 
ing of what is said in a way 
that is lasting. After stating the 
fact that letters were mirrors of 
the times and countries in which they were 
written, and that both literature and history 
depended a great deal on the letters of the 
prominent men in all ages, Dr. Rogers de- 
Clared that the history of ancient Egypt, As- 
syria and Babylon would be made much 
Clearer if there were letters in existence 
written by the kings and other officials in 
those ages. Continuing, he said: ‘‘someof 
these pages of history are a matter of con- 
jecture, and the finding of letters written by 
two of the Egyptian kings some thirty 
centuries ago are se ae ne over by 
historians and arch@ologists through- 
out the world. These letters were 
written In the Babylonian language on clay 
tablets. The characters were pressed into 
the clay witha small wedge-shaped instru- 
ment and the tablets were then placed in a 
fire and baked. In this form they have lasted 
ina way whichall the writings of modern 
times could notdo.’’ He then went on tostate 
how the letters were found in a mound near 
the Nile by a couple of peasant women; how 
an agent of the British museum purchased all 
of them, 818 in number, and left instructions 
to have them sent down the Nile, but on going 
down he met another scientist, who told him 
of s find. The arent harried back 
to te mound and discovered that the letters 
had been resold. The result was that 181 of 
the tablets are now in the Royal Museum in 
Berlin, 8i in the British Museum, 54 in the 
hands of the Government of Egypt and 30in 
the possession of private parties. 

In order to show what the letters related 
to, Dr. Rogers then gave aslight resume of 
the history of King Amenophas III. of Egypt, 
particularly of the fact that he had a number 
of semitic wives from his dependencies in 
the valley of Mesopotamia. By the chief of 
these wives, or the queen, he had a son, who 
became Amenophas IV. Ihe lat ter became a 
heretic in the view of the adherents of the 
Egyptian religion of those days, and tried to 
establish the faith of the Semitics. The 
priests,;hnowever, drove him from Memphis, 
the capital of Egypt, and he found the 
city. of Khunaten, which on his death was 
destroyed. In the ruins of Khunaten the 
tablets were found. 

Dr. Rogers said that the tablets are of dif. 
ferent sizes and are inthe shape of plllows. 
He sald: It is a curious fact that the letters 
in the British Museum follow those in the 
Royal Museum in Berlin, ‘hey are a part of 
the corresponcence between both the Amen- 
ophas and their allies in the valley of the 
Mesopotamia and the governors of the 
provinces. hey are very neatly inscribed 
and those written in Egrpt are as 
fine as those written in Mesopotamia. 
The introductions of all of them are 
models of letter-writing, and no 
finer examples of wsxraciousness could 
be found to-day, even in the Orient. One of 
them, written dy Dusratta, King of Metanr!, 
after the introduction, gets right down to 
business, and, in answer to one written by 
Amenophas III. asking for the hand of his 
daughter, says: Ay daughter is not pretty.’ 
A rather blunt statement of fact. The same 
one says that his sister, whose hand was 
given by his father to Amenophas III., has 
hot seen by anyone since that time. 
That letter closes without any delay. men- 
ophas sends in answer te it one which 1 
would net have believe could have teen 
written in days much later than 1466 B. «., 
which is the date it bears. Amenophas takes 
up the negotiations from the beginning and

‘he grand caverns, about a mile above 
town, up Ute Pass, are a marvel of beauty 
and awe-inspiring formation. They area 
study forthe geologist and a marvel tothe 
crystologist. These caverns aggregate a mile 
or more of subterranean wonder. The cham- 
bers and formations have all been named ap- 
propriately. The Vestlbule'“ ts first entered 
and one finds himself in another world as 
weird as some of Milton’s ideal chambers. 
Three hallways lead from this rotunda to the 
several adioining caverns. Stalagmites and 
stalactites in all forms give the piace a super 
natural appearance. In one end of this vast 
chamber isa monument to Grant, which Is 
gradually rising each season from stones 
piled there by visitors, one by one. Canes 
avenue, with its fossil bones, Albaster Hall, 
Stalactite Hall, eacu has especially attrac- 
tive features. 

The opera-house is perhaps the most won- 
derful of the entire series of chambers. Its 
dome is sixty feet high, frescoed by nature 
in most beautiful design and illumined by 
prismatic crystals. It is nearly 600 feet in 
length and forms a vast amphitheater. 
Arouna its sides are formations which re- 
sembie galleries, The floor is level and laid 
in mosaics of fantastic shapes and peculiar 
tints. Lacings of lime, beautiful in design 
and delicate in texture, cover the walls like 
the drapery of lace curtains. Concert hall, 
forming an alcove of the amphitheater just 
mentioned, contains the grand organ, This 
wonderful formation is composed cf stal- 
actites, which are nighly resonant, and, 
touched by the wand of the skiifull guide, 
peal forth rich and meliow notes suscepti 
of any tune. 

The Jewel Casket, filled with rare crystal 
formations; Grandma’s Ohurn, a flock of 
crystal — Lover's Lane, a petri cas 
cade, and Bridal Chamber ntain —— 
collection of wonders in stalgites f 
and still forming from e lime waters 
which perculate through the cap-rock above, 
Crystaline flowers, alabaster sprave of moss- 
like forms and lichens bedeck this favored 
vault and make It one of the most attracti 
It is impossible to pena picture of its und 
ground treasure. it must be visited. 

The Cave of the Winds is another under- 
ground formation which differs in re- 
spects from the rand Oaveras, is 
reached through Willam’s Canyon, andis a 
mile and a half from town. Wne in visitin 
this cave can only ride part way, and m 
be prepared to climb upa steeptrail and 
several hundred steps to gain entrance, 
There are many interesting crystal forma- - 
tions in this Cavs. ;

BURNED THE TOWN. 


Negroes Fire the Town of Purvis and 
Lynchings Are Likely. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 23.—The wires 
are working badly to-day on the Northeast- 
ern Rallway, and information is meager con- 
cerning the attempt to burn the town 
of Purvis yesterday. The report ot the in- 
cendiary origin ofthe fireis, however, con- 
firmed and the loss of property will amount 
to nearly $30,000 with an insurance of about 
$14,000. 

There seems to have been a plot to burn 
the place. vurvis isasmalltown in Missis- 
sipl, just across the Louisiana line and 


about ninety-six miles from this city, 
It contains a score of houses or more and is 
prominent because it is the town in which 
the famous trial of John L. Sullivan took 
place after the fight with Kilrain at Rich- 
burg. 

Advices say that the fre was applied to 
different houses at the same time, sbortly 
after midnight, and that the fire burned very 
rapidly, there being no fire department to 
arrest its progress. Several large stores 
and residences were destroyed, the Western 
Union office was Gamaged, and it was only 
after dificult work that the depot and other 
property of the Northeastern Uroad Oo.

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RIGHTS OF RAILROADS. 


James F. How of the Wabash Thinks 
They Should be Asserted. 

In its issue of this week the Railway Age 
and Northwestern Railrogder will publish a 
strong article from James F. How, Vice- 
President of the Wabash Railroad, in which 
he insists upon the necessity of the railway 
interests taking some concerted measures 
to protect themselves against the anti- 
rallroad crusade of the Western Legislatures 
and urges the companies tounite in a cam- 
paign of education. He says: 


When it is asserted that railroad corpora- 
tions are earning dividends on watered capi 
tallet figures be producd,as they can be, 
showing that but little watered capital exists 
and that the total actual capital invested in 
the railroads of this country is paying about 
3 per cent, and that the stock of a large pro- 
portion of the roads of this country is yield- 
ing no return toits holders. Meet the gener- 
alaccusationthat railroads are paying less 
than the proportion of the taxes of the 
country with copies of official records from 
the different states and counties, showing in 
many cases that general property is not pay- 
ing taxes on one-half of its actual salable 
value, while rallroads are paying on what 
is considered a full cash estimate. Show 
thatin Indiana, where the authorities are 
sworn to, and claim that they do assess rall- 
road property at its full cash value, the as- 
sessed valuation of real estate is, as has been 
shown to them by figurestaken from the 
official records of county after county, fixed 
at less than 60 per cent of the valuation 
named in the deeds conveyingthat same 
property;thatin Illinois, where the Board 
of Equalization has publicly adopted the 
rule, as shown dy their records, of assessing 
property at 25 percent of its full value, rail- 
road equipment is valued at one-half 
of what would be its value 
if new, and, taking into con- 
sideration the fact that the assessment 
covers equipment which has been in use an 
average of ten or fifteen years, the valuation 
placed on it is equal to the full amount that 
could be realized from it if sold to-day; that 
in Michigan the values of railroads are fixed 
ona basis of their gross earnings without re- 
gard tothe fact that in some cases, on ac- 
count ofthe physical condition of the prop- 
erty, excessive expenses may greatly reduce 
the net earnings, or competetive rates may 
leave but scant margin between gross earn- 
ings and operating expenses, and also re- 
gardless of the fact that the earnings of no 
other corporation, manufacturer or individ. 
ual is considered in valuing their property 
for taxation;;show that a similar or equally 
unjust condition of affairs in regard to rail- 
road taxation generally exists. 

In conclusion Mr. How says: 

Let the public clamor which charges rall- 
road management with an attempt to put 
onerous rates on the transportation of freight 
and passengers be answered by facts and 
figures showing the yearly downwWard ten- 
dency of charges for such services. Meet 
every assualt with an array of evidence 
showing how groundiess is the foundation 
upon which the charges are based. Let the 
railroad champions be as vigorous and out- 
spoken in support of their cause as their op- 

onents areand have been against them, 

t them try to defend no wrong, but 
assert their rights in the boldest and most 
open manner. Theeffect of sucu a course 
may be slow in reaching fruition. First at- 


results. The railroads have remained silent 
so long under the flood of calumny that they 
have suffered, that it will take * and con- 
stant la vor to free them from its results. 
But slowly and surely the community will 
learn that they have labored under convic- 
tions unjustified and illiberal, and the great 
sentimeut of the American people in favor of 
fair play to all will eventually insure to the 
railroads their rights and give to them the 
same protection accorded to other citizens 
of our government.

THE SMOKE COMMISSON’S WORK. 


It Will Be Begun in a Few Days— Tests 
of Emoke Consumers. 


The Smoke Commission, appointed a few 
days ago, under the provisions of the smoke 
abatement ordinance, will organize and pre- 
pare for work ina few days. The commis- 
sion was appointed by Mr. Burnet, Presi- 
dentofthe Board of Public Improvements, 
and consists of Prof. William Potter of the 
Washington University, ex-Boller Inspector 
William J. McClellan and Mr. William Bryan, 
a civil engineer. The commissioners were 
approved by the Mayor only last Saturday and 


hence they have not yet begun their duties. 
The commission is instructed to ascertain by 
a thorough canvass of the city the condl- 
tions and liabilities under which manufac- 
turers and others cannot wholly or visibly 
prevent the occasional production and emis- 
sion of dense smoke. When the commission- 
ers discover: this means, the smoke abate- 
ment officials will oblige the owners of 
smoke belching furnaces to employ it. The 
commission is to report the result of its in- 
quiries to the Board of Public Improvements 
within four months after its appointment. 
The commission is to make tests of all smoke 
consuming devices submitted, and 
also tests of smokeless fuels. In- 
ventors who believe that they 
havethe secret of smoke abatement must 
notify the President of the Board of Public 
Improvements, and submit drawings of their 
device together with a certificate to show 
that they have deposited with the city 
Treasurer $400, asthe fee necessary to enter 
the contest. The inventors must erect their 
devices ina place approved of by the Com- 
missioners, and at their own expense. The 
commisston will make reports of all tests 
made to the Board of Public Improvements. 
The Commissioners are to receive $1,000 each 
whenthey make their final report and also 
75 a piece for each test of asmoke consum- 
ing device, and $100 apiece Hor each special 
test of smokeless fuel made When the com- 
mission makes its report, the President of 
the Board of Public Improvements will ap- 
point smoke inspectors, and the work of 
abatement will begin at once. 

W hen the commissioners make their report 
and lay down the regulations for the owners’ 
of black smoke-producing furnaces to follow 
they may expect some large manufacturer to 
put their rules and the ordinance under 
which they acted to the test of the courts. 
But the commissioners should have no doubt 
of a favorable decision, for on the 10th inst., 
Judge Ewing of the Superior Court of Cook 
County, III., issued an injunction against the 
Hyde Park Hotelof Chicago, restraining the 
proprietors of that hostelry from allowing 
dense smoke to issue from their chimney. 
The action was brought by Mr. Nelson, a 
wealthy Chicago man, under the provisions 
of the Chicago smoke abatement law, after 
which the St. Louis ordinance was patterned 
with such improvements and omissions as 
the practical operation of the Chicago ordin- 
ance suggested. Mr. Nelson has a $50,000 
mansion near the hotel and bad his furni- 
ture, carpets and draperies ruined by the 
smoke. The Court held that the complainant 
has the right to enjoy his home without dis- 
comfort and that the Supreme Court had 
held smoke to a nuisance in itself. The 
Court took the principle as being well estab- 
lished that where a business, however law- 
ful in itself, is so conducted as to fill neigh- 
boring dwellings with smoke and destroy 
their enjoyment, the carrying on of such a 
business ls a nuisance which equity will re- 
strain. On these considerations Judge Ewing 
restrained the proprietors of the Hyde Park

CARONDELET NEWS. 


Sinking Wells for Pure Water—Another 
Summer Beer Garden. 


The Carondelet Electric Light and Power 
Co. met yesterday afternoon and received 
reports of the progress made on the new 
well. The Carondelet Electric Light and 
Power Co. manufacture ice, and the question 
of pure water has been one of vital interest 
to them.
